Project Description: The California Department of Fish and Wildlife has executed Lake and Streambed Alteration 

Agreement EPIMS Notification No. EPIMS-SCR-22314-R3, pursuant to Section 1602 of the Fish and Game Code 

to Santa Cruz County Department of Public Works.  

The Project is limited to the repair of a 70 linear foot slip out approximately 0.2 miles up Hopkins Gulch Road. The 

Project will remove debris as a result of the slip out including man-made debris such as pavement, rock slope 

protection (RSP), and trash, and vegetation that interferes with construction access. A new 60-foot long soldier pile 

wall will be installed west (downslope) of the roadway. A six-inch plastic pipe wall down drain will be installed to 

drain materials behind the new wall. The pipe will outlet into a 6 foot by 4 foot by 1.5 foot rock slope protection 

energy dissipator.
